HIS HOME BURNS 


AT BUTLER, MO. 


One of the Most Prominent 


Statesmen of Nation 


Has Tragic End. 


Kansas City, Nov. 23.—Representa- 


tive David DeArmond. 
one 
of the 


leading democratic members o£ con- 
gress, and his grandson, Waddie De- 
Armond, aged six years, were burned 
to death in a fire that destroyed the 
DeArmond home at Butler, Mo., early 
today. Bones believed to be those of 
the 
congressman, 
were 
found 
by 


searchers in the ruins this morning. 


It is believed both the congressman 


and the boy were burned to death 
without being 
able 
to 
leave their 


rooms. 


The other occupants of the housn nt 


the time of the fire escaped. 
They 


are Mrs. DeArmond and llrs. Hattie 
Clark, wife and daughter, respective- 
ly of the congressman, and a woman 
servant. Mrs. Clark suffered a slight 
burn to one hand. 


Tried "to Ruth Into Flames. 


The fire started \it 3 o'clock this 


morning. 
The homo of Congressman 


DeArmond was 
situated 
across tho 


street from that of James A. DeAr- 
mond, the son. James started to rush 
into the burning home of his father 
in an attempt to save the. latter, but 
he was restrained by the younger 
members of the DeArmond family and 
neighbors. 
The cause of the fire is 


unknown. The house was two stories 
In height and burned fiercely. 


Mrs. DeArmond, wife of the con- 


gressman, who escaped in her night 
clothes unhurt, fainted as soon as she 
reached 'the ground. 
When revived 


later she became hysterical and it was 
some time before she could tell what 
had happened. 
The first she knew 


of the flre. she said was .when she 
heard her grandson, Waddle, call out 
that the houae was on fire. Mrs. De- 
Armond occupied a. room on-'the first 
floor, while Congressman DeArmond 
and the. grandson were in1 rooms on 
the second floor. .

Was Largo Frame Building. 


The DeArroond home was a large 


two-story1 frame structure' set back 
some distance from the street.

He was transform- 
d from a man of disciplined self-con- 
rollnto a creature of violence. With 
ho gross implements of auger, forceps 
and saw, the surgeons had the hardi- 
lood to attempt the miracle of raising 
Cuddihee into a twentieth-century gen- 
leinan. 


.Surgery Last Re»ort. 


Even Dr. W. C. G. Klrchner, super- 


ntendent of the City hospital, who 
performed the operation, says that this 
desperate, means of which hs will not 
predict the. outcome, was 
employed 


only as a last resort. Cuddihee was 
treated for months In the observation 
ward of the hospital, and at the insane 
asylum at Fulton, but only short fits 
of Improvement resulted. 


After his head had been shaved Cud- 


dihee was placed on the operating ta- 
ble and anesthetized.- On the left side 
of his head, near the top and center, 
the surgeon found a slight depression, 
the effect of the blow which cost his 
reason. 


At the. four corners of .this area they 


drilled holes the size of the end of a 
lead pencil, through tha skull. Insert- 
ing bonecutting forceps into these per- 
forations, .they 
crunched 
fissures 


through the cranium on three sides oi 
the depression.. With a chisel they 
split the fourth'side and laid the bone 
back like a trap door, two Jnches 
square, with a section of the scalp1 for 
a hinge. 


Brain Pressure Discovered. 


Through 
the opening the 
braii 


bulged. This revealed to the surgeons 
a condition of excessive intercerebra 
pressure,' which sometimes causes in- 
sanity. Incisions were made in thi 
dura mater, or brain covering, .which 
vras opened back like a pair of shut- 
ters. 


To relieve the Internal pressure, the 


surgeons 
thrust 
a 
hollow 
needle 


through the brain into the brain van 
tricles, which arc the reservoirs of thi 
cerebrospinal fluid. Through the nee 
die jetted several drops of fluid am 
the bulge of the brain matter sub 


Cuddlhee seemed little the worse for 


the blow until about' sixteen months 
ago, when an attempt to master the 
police manual in the hope of promo- 
tion showed that his mind had been 
weakened. It broke down under the 
strain, and his wife, who lives at 2422 
Coleman street, had to beg police pro- 
tection from his attacks. ,-.

forming in a cheap theater. 


The tragedy suggests in many ways 


the. story of the death of the brilliant 
mind reader Washington Irving Bishop, 
who while in a cataleptic state not es- 
sentially different from that induced 
by Everton was^ adjudged by physi- 
cians to have died. Bitter was th« 
controversy which raged two decades 
ago as to whether Bishop was not ac- j 
tually alive when, within six hours of' 
his supposed death, his bod.y was dis- 
sected by eager pathologists. 
"' To this day the question is mooted, 
for in his rase there was no definite 
sign of mortal disease. 
The autopsy 


' performed on the body of Simpson re- 
' veaied a rupture of the aorta, which 
' may have resulted from n degenera- 


tion of the walls, which may have 
broken under the weight of the hypno- 
tist, who was standing on the sub- 
ject's abdomen. The bursting of thp

pumps the life giving Iluid for distri- 
bution through the system was plain- 
ly Indicated by the surgeons as the

came to his untimely end at the ago 
Of thirty-two years the study of men- 
tal science was in its infancy com- 
pared with what has been learned in 
the last score of years, yet concern- 
ing that mysterious agency, hypnotism, 
there is much to be discovered. It Is 
mysterious, baffling, and in the ranks 
of those who presume to "enter the sa- 
cred precincts of the soul" are vulgar 
and ignorant charlatans who eke out

He was a mind reader 


undoubtedly who seemed to have been 
able by some extraordinary effort to 
!earn from-the br-lns of those around 
him where articles were hidden. 
He 


was assisted by muscular contact, for 
he insisted on having those 
around 


him place their hand? upon his head 
or he grabbed them by the arms. 


"The catalepsy which was peculiar to 


him is such as is often noticed in hys- 
terical girls. It came from his over- 
wrought mental states. In catalepsy 
such as this the body becomes rigid. 
The man Simpson in New Jersey had 
been put to sleep and probably was in 
a. state of catalepsy. It seems 'to be 
established that Simpson died 
from 


the rupture of the aorta. He was thir- 
ty-eight years old, as I remember, and 
certainly at his age there should have 
been no weakened condition -of arte- 
ries-unless he were afflicted with seri- 
ous disease.'"

exploits concerned the finding of arti- 
cles-which were hidden from his'view,' 
or the reading of names or sentences 
in- books while his eyes were blind- 
folded. -The persons nearest him con- 
centrated their .minds' on the hidden 
object, and usually the-mind reader 
established some kind of physical con- 
tact. By theory, he'was able to read 
the minds of those near him, and ac- 
tually go to where the object was con- 
cealed; although his eyes were swathed; 
in sevenfold bandages. 


One of the startling performances of 


his repertory was originated in this 
city. 
-A diamond brooch belonging to 


Mrs. Frank' Leslie ^.was hidden by a 
committee in'a vase on the top story 
of a tenement house to which they had 
driven. Bishop, blindfolded, sat in the 
driver's' seat and drove the carriage to 
the house, rushed up four flights of 
stairs and recovered the brooch. 


The mental exertion of such acts as 


these, for there is. every indication that 
most of them were genuine, mental

He was 
taken to a bedroom, and after numer- 
ous attempts to revive him had'failed 
two physician's declared, at -noon on 
the 13th. twelve hours after his swoon, 
that Bishop had died of hystero-cala-

He 
declared that the subjective mind was 
an almost unknown field and that inert 
were 
forces at

stronger than-the human race realized. 


"In the days of the Greeks," said Dr. 


Funk, "it was found that the rubbing 
of- amber produced a strange manifes- 
tation which we now cail electricity. 
It was then considered of little ac- 
count, and yet at the present time it is 
running four-fifths of the machinery of 
the world. It will be found that, there, 
are mental forces as mysterious and as 
powerful as electricity, of -which we 
now 
know 
comparatively .nothing. 


Scientific men should aid in- the in- 
vestigation, into these agencies." 


Dr. Funk said that'he hoped to see 


the establishment of an institution 
where the great problems of hypnosis 
could be carefully studied.

George went there yesterday with 


five other boys. At one point there had 
been a cave-out, and over this the hill 
curved in a miniature crag. The boys 
were Jumping from this knob to the 
smooth heap of sand that had accu- 
mulated below. 


George was their leader, and they 


were ranged behind him when he made 
the fatal leap. A moment after he dis- 
appeared they felt the ground giving 
way beneath them, and then they were 
tumbled deep down the gritty slope.

condition, 


give good service to its patrons, and, 
having done this, turn it back to the 
Missouri Pacific." 


Stubbs Wires to Gould. 


Some lime ago Governor Stubbs be- 


gan to take an Interest in the central 
branch affairs. 
John Dawson, attor- 


ney for the railroad board, went to St. 
Louis to ascertain what the-.Missouri 
Pacific Intended to do. The officials 
put up-a pathetic plea about the road 
attempting to dlsposn of securities and 
said that as soon as that was done the 
central branch would ho given proper 
attention. 
Tho governor waited pa- 


tiently for this to be brought about. 
Becoming tired of waiting, he sent a 
telegram to George Gould, president 
of the Missouri Pacific, Sunday night, 
and signed it officially ns the governor 
of Kansas. 
Here is the telegram In 


part: 


"The Kansas board of railway com- 


missioners has during the past two 
years been urging the Missouri Pa- 
clllr railway to Improve Its roadbed 
In Knnsaa and furnish bettor sen-Ice 
to Us patrons. 
The Central branch, 


running .from Atchison to Lenora, Is 
a conspicuous example of a railroad 
traversing the richest farming com- 
munity in the world, where the sen-ice 
and tracks are .bad beyond compari- 
son. 
"Will you kindly advise me im- 


mediately and definitely what improve- 
ments you propose to make on this 
Central brancii and when you propose 
to mako them?" 


Clerk Answers Telegram. 


In reply to this Governor Stubbs re- 


ceived a telegram from a clerk saying 
that Mr. Gould was out of town and 
that the matter referred to could not be 
brought to his attention for several 
days. 


"Such a, tp.leijram,'' 
the governor 


said, "is an insult to Kansas.; it is 
simply a subterfuge to put us oft and 
gain time. -The state is already run- 
ning a little line from Elaine- to West- 
moreland, and unless the Missouri Pa- 
cific changes its tactics regarding the 
Central branch now, the state will be 
n the railroad business on a larger 
scale."

saurs havo been discovered.'in the fos- 
sll>beds ol Montana by an expedition ol 
the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory led by Barnurn Brown, of the de- 
partment o£ Vertebrate Paleontology. 
This discovery gives to the museum 
the distinction of naming two prehis- 
toric monsters, the finding of which 
adds to the already high scientific 
standing of the Institution.

last summer under the direction of the

Henry FalrSeld Osborn, who Is also the 
president of the museum. 


The first, which was under the 


charge of 3fr. Walter Granger, went to 
the Wind River.

Indigestion, or, blood -pressure on the 


brain, is usually the'c?.use of headache, 
and often such pain will yield to sim- 
ple home remedies. For instance, when 
the head aches tr.ke some sort o£'ca- 
thartiis-the kind chosen must depend 
upon that best suited to the individual. 
As a rule each person-knows'what this 
Is, but I find frecirently that women 
So not comprehend the. way different 
laxatives act. Aperient waters, for'ex- 
ample, 'valuable as they are, do hot 
affect the liver, but merely the in- 
testines, acting as a wash. Something 
like castor oil or .calomel is required 
for the liver, and sometimes 'the best 
effect is gained by using both 
the 


drastic purgative 
and an aperient 


water afterward. 
Physicians recom- 


mend that calomel, 
when . taken at 


night, should be followed by a laxa- 
tive water in the morning, the object 
of the latter being to carry'all-calo- 
mel from' the system. Castor oil re- 
quires no after dose. 


If the liver has been torpid 'and one 


awakens in the morning with a head- 
ache a dose of an aperient may help 
to cure It, for 'this medicine will act 
quickly and so may be taken wher 
stronger drugs for the liver might be 
impossible.

Immediately following such 'a dose a 


hot foot bath should'be taken, for i 
will aid the cure. If the pain is se- 
vere, indicating unusual blood pressure,- 
it'is well to put mustard in the bath 
water, a tablespoonful of the dry Eng- 
lish variety to a gallon of water. This 
helps-the water to draw blood from 
the head. A'hot mustard foot bath is 
sometimes the most soothing treatment 
that'can be given for delirious bead- 
aches. If -the patient is able to sit up 
for such 'treatment the knees and tub 
should be covered with a blanket to 
' keep in the heat. If one Is in bed a 
cover must be laid over the 'sheet to 
protect it from be!is wet with water. 
Incidentlly. the bed rovers must be 
drawn up while tiie £eet 
are in the
